SALT LAKE CITY - The Utah State 
Highway patroiman who arrested Theo¬ 
dore R. Bundy for possession of burglary' 
tools and trying to evade an officer on 
Aug. 16 said yesterday he had not beard 
of Bundy before that night. 

Sgt Bob Hayward, who apprehended 
Bundy, a former Tacoma resident, at 3 
s m. in a Sait Lake City suburb 15 miles 
from home, dressed in a black turtleneck 
shirt, Levis and sneakers, said the arrest 


came about by accident. 

Hayward is the brother of the man 
now in charge of the Salt- Lake County 
sheriffs investigation of the Bundy case, 
Capt. N D, (Pete i Hayward 

The trooper said he could not recall 
his brother Pete, ever mentioning Bun¬ 
dy's name before the arrest, 

As the trooper described the arrest, 
he was sitting in his unmarked car on 
duty in front of his own house just before 
his shift was to end when a Volkswagen 
which he did not reeogmze drove by 
him. 


Hayward, who said he always patrols 
his own neighborhood the last few min¬ 
utes of his shift, said he ignored’ the 
Volkswagen; but about ten minutes later 
he responded to a call which took him 
around a corner where he found the 
Volkswagen parked. 

“He wasn't 200 yards from my house." 
Hayward said, and as he drove up be¬ 
side the car, he directed his searchlight 
on it, 

“He took off 'tike a shot with no lights 
on and the chase was on" Hayward 
said. Tf he had sat in that Volkswagen, 


I probably would have driven right past 
him,” he said. 

Bundy drove through two stop signs 
one after Hayward had turned on his red 
light. Finally, Bundy pulled into a serv¬ 
ice siation and stopped. Hayward said. 

When the trooper asked him why he 
had tried to flee. Bundy replied that he 
was frightened and did not know who the 
trooper was. Hayward related. 

When Hayward asked Bundy what he 
was doing in the neighborhood at that 
hour Bundy answered that he had been.

SALT LAKE! CITY <AP)—A lawyer for a 28-ycar-old law 
student, charged in the abduction of, a tcon-aged girl here 
last year, Friday withdrew an earlier request for court re¬ 
duction the defendant's $100,000 bail 

The withdrawal left Theodore Robert Bundy m the Salt 
Lake City County Jail where lie was held on charges of ag¬ 
gravated kuinapihg and attempted criminal homicide in 
connection with the abduction of Carol DaRonch, 18. last 
Nov. b at a suburban shopping mall. 

Authorities have said the case has links with the dis¬ 
appearance the same night of another teen-age girl, who 
has never been seen since. 

Attorney Jtdin D. 

O’Connel, had brought Bun¬ 
dy, a native of; Washington 
state and wellknowii politi¬ 
cal party worker, before 
City Court Judge Floyd H. 

Gowatis Friday inornmg for 
a hearing on a bail reduc¬ 
tion request. 

But when the time came, 

O’Connell withdrew his 
request without explanation 
to the judge. 

Contacted later. O’Connell 
said there were two princi¬ 
pal reasons for his aqtion. 

‘"First, by Monday or 
Tuesday, I'll hove better in¬ 
formation for the judge 
than my sayso, and second. 

I will,know more that l am 
shooting for— what kind of 
bad he (Bundy) come 
lip with practically. 

'Bundy has lots of friends in the Seattle area who are 
raising money for hini," .O’Connell, said. 

'•Also, the press was swarming around, got mm'the tun¬ 
nel between the courtroom and jail. 1 hope later the press 
will have cooled off,” the lawyer said 

Capt. N.D. "Pete” Hayward, chief of detectives for the 
Sail Lake County sheriff's office, said there were "abso¬ 
lutely no new developments" Friday in the case against 
Bundy, whose long, wavy hair had a jailhouse clipping be¬ 
fore Ills court appearance. 

Hayward said officers did not question Bundy further 

‘because his attorney must be present and It could not he 

arranged.'' 

Seattle Police Chief Robert Hanson announced Friday the 
formation of a special task force to develop a personality 
profile of Bundy, 

Capt Nick Mackle of the King County Police Department 
. said earlier Bundy, who has lived in Tacoma. Seattle and 
Olympia, had not been considered an active suspect in the 
1974 series of "Ted” slayings in the Pacific Northwest al¬ 
though he was among the 2.800 persons on file in the case 

However. Lawrence G, Waldt, county public safety direc¬ 
tor, said Friday Bundy’s arrest in Utah had stimulated 
new interest in his activities. 

Miss DaRonch and witnesses to the incident picked Bun¬ 
dy from a police line-up. 

The mall incident involved a man pretending to be a po¬ 
liceman who put handcuffs on Miss DaRonch and drove off 
with her. Although the handcuffs used wore of an unusual 
type, a key fitting them ,\yas.found at the site of the appar¬ 
ent abduction o| Debra Kent. 17. No trace of Miss Kent 
tins been found. , 

Salt Lake police said last year they believed her dis¬ 
appearance may have been connected to the dis¬ 
appearances of two other Salt Lake area women, Melissa 
Smith and Laura Aime. both 17. The two young women 
were found dead shortly after their disappearances 

Bundy was graduated from the University of Washington 
in 1972 with a bachelor's degree in psychology. He worked 
in the 1972 re-election campaign of Gov Dan Evans and lat¬ 


er worked for, 'the Washington /State Republican Central 
Committee, « 

.In J97.3. lie entered law'school „at the University of Puget 
Sound in Tacoma. He left the school in April, 1974. before 
examinations, a sqhool spokeswoman said.;

A set of burglary tools, a ski mask and a pair of panty 
hose with eye and nose holes-Opt in Them'were found in 
his brown Volkswagen at the 1line oj his arrest, Hayward 
said. 

Bundy has obtained a lawyer, and made a brief court¬ 
room appearance Friday. A 7hotjpn to reduce bail from 
$100,900 was scheduled; but r U jvas withdrawn Bundy, 
whose hair hud been cut short, was returned to jail 

He/is scheduled to enter a plea. ( ;$l. a hearing scheduled 
for Oct. 24. 

Hayward said men froiivhis department had been sent to 
Seattle to confer with King County 'authorities prior to Bun- 
dy's arrest. 

The Salt Lake law officer said, "Something connected 
, with the misdemeanor charges (in August) led us to re¬ 
gard Bundy as a suspect in the abduction case.” 

The earlier charges are still pending.

Probe of Missing Women ‘Picks Up’

The probe of missing and murdered 
women in this area has ‘'picked up” 
since the arrest in Salt Lake City on 
Oct. 2 of Theodore R Bund). a jxilice 
official said yesterday 

Detectives yesterday used a metals 
detector to search the grounds of a 
house at 4143- 12th Ave. NE, where Bundy 
rented a room from about 1970 through 
August of 1974. when he left to attend 


the University of Utah law school in Salt 
Lake City'. 

King County Sheriffs Detective Capt 
Nick Maekie said through a spokesman 
that the investigation has “picked up.” 
But he declined to say what detectives 
were hunting for with the metals detec¬ 
tor, which was used around flower beds 
and lawn areas of the University District 
home, owned by Mrs Freida Roger. 

The sheriff’s spokesman said the dep¬ 
uty prosecuting attorney on the ease of 


the missing and murdered women here 
had ordered officers not to discuss any 
aspects of the probe with newsmen “be¬ 
cause an investigation is under way.” 

Deputy Prosecuting Attorney Phillip 
Kileen confirmed that ne had issued such 
a directive. He said he would not com¬ 
ment any further, except to add that “I 
don’t know anything about the Ted Bun¬ 
dy case." 

Officers who were at Mrs. Roger’s 
place yesterday morning also checked 


out storage places, including a garage in 
back of the house. There was no indica¬ 
tion if they found anything. 

Mrs. Roger, who has described Bundy 
as an exceptionally nice person, said she 
didnT know what the detectives were 
looking for. She said she bad never no¬ 
ticed anything unusual in Bundy's sec¬ 
ond-floor room, on lus person or his 
auto. 

Bundy, former campaign staff worker 
for Gov Dan Evans and former aide to 


State Republican Central Committee 
Chairman Ross Davis, is in Salt Lake 
County jail charged with kidnaping and 
attempted murder in connection with a 
Utah case in which a man forced a 
young woman into his car last Nov. 8. 
She managed to escape. 

Bundy's arrest in Salt Lake City 
raised speculation here about possible 
links between the Utah and Seattle

A psychic, working only with photo portraits of two missing 
American girls, helped police locate their seaside graves from his 
home in Holland more than 4,000 miles away. 

A map showing a section of Folly Beach, S.C, 
% — drawn by psychic Gerard Croiset Jr. — so im¬ 
pressed local police that they: 

• Ordered their own reconnaissance plane into 
the air to shoot aerial photos of the map area. 

• Convinced the U S. Air Force to send four jets 

i over the area for special infra-red photos. 

• Rushed the photos to Holland for further psychic 
analysis by Croiset 

But while the photos were en route — a suspect led 
police to the area pinpointed by Croiset where they dis¬ 
covered the gitls' bodies. The lawmen, who hadn’t even 
known the girls were dead until then, said Croiset "helped solve the mystery” 
ami declared themselves "flabbergasted" at his uncanny accuracy. 

Croiset entered the case in response to 
a desperate plea tor help from one of the 
girls’ mothers. 

She had read that psychic Gerard Croi¬ 
set Sr. had helped locate clues to murders 
and other mysteries, 

Learning that he was ill but that his 
son was supposed to possess similar psy¬ 
chic powers, she wrote to Gerard Croiset 
Jr. 

He replied from Enschede, Holland,

Before receiving Croiset's help, “we had no 
hopes and no information at all,” confessed Lt. 
Ray Williams, chief of the Charleston County 


Then we received Mr Croiset’s detailed infor¬ 
mation about where the girls would be found," said 
Lt. Williams. “Its accuracy was incredible. I was 
flabbergasted 

“Knowing what Croiset told us helped us move 
forward and clinch the case. It helped us solve 
the mystery.” 

Williams declined to reveal details, 
noting thut the suspect in the case has 
not yet been brought to trial. 

Thu mystery started when 
Alexis Ann Latimer, 13, and 
her friend Sherri Jan Clark, 

14, both of Charleston, disap¬ 
peared without trace after 
going for a walk on Folly 
Beach last May 23. at about 
7:30 p.m. 

Exhaustive search by Lt. 

Williams’ force turned up no 
clues.

Within the last 10. years, the rate of .forcible rape has in¬ 
creased more alarmingly than any other index crime in Seattle 
(figure 1). Reported rapes increased from 66 in 1963 to 278 in 
1972, which represented an enormous jump of more than 420%. This- 
increase in reported rape prompted considerable concern and served 
to stimulate an analysis of 1972 rape offenses, victims and 
offenders. 

A sample of 190 (73%) of the "founded" rape offenses for 1972 
were examined. The analysis which follows is based upon that 
examination and reports supplied by the Seattle Police Department. 

Time ; According to the national Uniform Crime Reports, forcible 
rape is most prevalent from May - October, reaching its peak in 
October. Although this same pattern is generally true in Seattle, 
it is very yjeak. When, the frequency is broken down by months, 

July and October emerge as the months with the greatest number of 
reported rapes. Similarly, the May - October "critical period" 
identified in the Uniform Crime Reports accounted for only 53.5% 
of the reported rapes and represents almost no pattern at all.

Place : In 1972, the location of forcible rapes tended to 

concentrate in four major areas of the City (figure 2). Almost 
20% of all reported rapes occurred in a cluster of five census

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tra'cts spanning Capitol Hill. High frequencies of rape were also 
noted in the University District, the north tip of West Seattle and 
the Mount Baker area. 

Most rapes occurred in private residences (64 %)3 usually 
the home of the victim’. Only 17% of the rapes occurred in parks 
or on streets, 13% in automobiles and 4% in commercial establish¬ 
ments such as roller rinks, taverns, etc. 

Method : More than 85% of all rapes were accompanied by 

verbal threats, physical force or use of a weapon. The use or 
threat of a weapon was present in 27% of all cases. Injuries in 
the form of gunshot wounds, stabbings, lacerations and burns were 
noted in 21% of all reports. Injuries were noted in 30% of the 51 
rapes which involved acquaintances/friends/relatives, while only 
17% of the stranger-to-stranger offenses resulted in injury.

Although most rapes were solo occurrerices, jnoxe than one sus¬ 
pect was noted in 10% of the offenses. In most'cases which involved 
multiple suspects, one primary offender committed rape while one 
or more secondary suspects merely observed or subdued the victim. 
Conversely, one suspect raped more than one victim in 5% of all 
reports (particularly in cases which involved two or more women * 
who accepted rides from a stranger). 

Only 5% of the rapes coincided with other felonies such as 
burglary or robbery. In 27% of the rapes, the offender and the 
victim were acquainted (14%), friends .(10%), or relatives (3%). 
Similar to the pattern with other crimes against persons, acquaint¬ 
ances and friends committed brutal rapes more frequently than 
strangers. Stranger-to-stranger street rapes (17%) and hitch-hike 
rapes (10%) were seldom accompanied by brutality.

According to Goldner (1972), national statustics show that 

18-year-olds commit the greatest number of rapes; 19-year-olds 

follow closely as principal offenders. The offender ages gradually 

decrease over 5-year intervals and is extremely rare beyond age 40. 

The "youthfulness" indicated by Goldner was not observed in ' 

the offense sample. Although 20% of the offenders were described 

as less than 20 years old, most victims reported that the suspect(s) 

was in his mid-20‘s (X = 24.5 years old) or early 30’s. Less than 

5% of the suspects were described as more than 40 years old. 

Analysis of the 1972 offense reports indicates that the rapist 

population was composed almost entirely of whites and blacks, with 

the latter in greater proportion than the former.* Black suspects 
I 

exceeded white suspects in absolute numbers as well as in terms of 
tfceir proportion in the general population (Table 3). The percent¬ 
age of black suspects was nearly seven times greater than their 


proportion in the Seattle population, (Despite the high percentage 
of black suspects, more than half of all rapes were intra-racial).

The concept of victim precipitation or provocation was too 
subjective to analyze. To avoid or minimize controversy, various 
"high risk" situations were separated and are discussed by cate¬ 
gory. 

Hitch/Accept Offer of Ride : The offense reports indicated 
that 20 victims (10%) had willingly accompanied the suspect or 
requested a ride. In most cases, the rape occurred in the vehicle 
Temporary/Permanent Co-habitation : Eighteen victims (9%) 
willingly shared a residence with the suspect on a permanent or 
temporary basis, i.e.,’ shared house, apartment, motel or hotel 
room. In approximately one-half of the cases, the victim and sus¬ 
pect experienced voluntary intercourse on previous occasions.

Perhaps the most startling finding associated with offender 
profiles was the history of previous arrests. Thirteen of the 14 
persons had previous felony arrests which included 15 assaults, 

7 robberies, 4 burglaries, 3 drug offenses, 7 morals arrests, and 
9 previous rape arrests. 

Host arrests resulted from a victim complaint and identifica¬ 
tion of the suspect (42%). The police apprehended one suspect at 
the scene (7%), and successfully investigated and apprehended 6 
other suspects (42%). One suspect surrendered himself to the

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CRIMINAL JUSTICE SYSTEM RESPONSE * 

/ 

The ability to follow particular offenders through the criminal 
justice system is almost an impossible task. The State of Washing¬ 
ton has no central information agency which is capable of monitor¬ 
ing arrests, charges, and court dispositions across jurisdictions. 

As a result, each jurisdiction is responsible for its own records 
and those records are seldom accessible or useful to curious in¬ 
vestigators . 

The analysis which follows is a very shaky offender flow 

chart for persons arrested for rape in Seattle (1971). Since no 

criminal justice agency other than the Seattle Police Department 

maintains records by crime type, the information is incomplete 

(figure 3). 

I 

In 1971, there were 208 reported rapes. The police cleared 
106 cases (51%) within the year. Offenses were cleared when they 
were no longer under investigation, i.e., suspects were arrested, 
the victims or prosecutor refused prosecution, the cases were 
unfounded, modus operandi tied particular offenses to identified 
offenders, etc. 

In the same period, 48 persons were arrested for suspicion 
of rape. However, only 12 of these 48 persons were charged with 
the same offense. The other 36 persons were charged with aggra¬ 
vated assault (7), burglary (3), non-aggravated assault (2), carnal 
knowledge (2), miscellaneous sex offenses, 1 ' disorderly conduct, 
soliciting prostitution (1) and suspicion (11). Simultaneously, 

4 persons arrested for robbery were subsequently charged with rape.

By the end of 1971, only seven rape .cases were disposed, in¬ 
cluding three cases which were held over from the previous year. 

Of the seven defendants in those cases, two were found not guilty 
or dismissed, one was referred to juvenile court, two were placed 
on probation and two were sentenced to jail or prison. Thus, 
less than one-half dozen persons were processed through the entire 
system as rape offenders. This is an incredibly low rate which 
must reflect a combination of victim reticence or fear, unsystemati 
processing of offenders by criminal justice authorities and plea 
bargaining on the part of defendants.

PRELIMINARY RECOMMENDATIONS FOR REDUCTION OF RAPE 


The number of reported rapes has continued to climb substan¬ 
tially in recent years, both in the city of Seattle and across the 
nation. There are some who believe that there are no more rapes 
occurring, but that women are more willing to report the offenses 
today than they were a few years ago. Others believe that the num¬ 
ber of rapes which occur is increasing. Whether the rape problem is 
growing or whether it is simply becoming more evident to us, it is 
important that something be done to decrease the 'level of rape and 
the level of fear which the potential of that crime generates. 

A task force of persons involved in work with rape victims and 
those involved in apprehension and prosecution of offenders has con¬ 
cluded that the most important step to control and reduce this crime 
is to increase the number of successful prosecutions. This approach 
is agreed upon for two reasons. First, it is believed that many 
rapists are multiple rapists. Thus, they will continue to rape 
until they are caught and prosecuted. Second, a number of the rape 
offenders do not seem to be "sick people", but individuals who 
believe that they can exert their will over others with impunity. Iji 
both instances, it is important to make offenders aware that they 

have a high probability of being caught for this crime, and if found 

\ 

guilty, that the offense will be treated as a serious one. 

In examining the possible methods to increase successful prosecu¬ 
tions, the task force recommended that the focus should be on methods 
It) 

to increase victim cooperation and improve the quality of the evidence. 
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Because this crime involves a personal assault, there is a greater 
chance than usual that the victim will have sufficient knowledge to 
be able to help identify the assailant. Furthermore, in many rape 
cases, the victim has had some prior contact* with the offender. The 
evidence which indicates that a rape has occurred usually comes from 
an examination of the victim. The sooner after the incident, the 
more likely that there will be conclusive evidence of the rape having 
occurred. The victim must also be prepared to identify the offender 
and to testify in the case. Therefore, the single most essential 
ingredient in a rape case is having a cooperative victim. 

The task force also concluded that there were a number of reasons 
why victims of rape were reluctant to cooperate in the apprehension 
and prosecution of offenders. They include the following: (1) a 

desire to keep anyone from knowing that the rape occurred; (2) fear 
of retaliation from the offender; (3) mixed feelings about involving 
the offender in the criminal process] (4) feeling that the criminal 
justice system doesn't really care; (5) emotional strain of the pro¬ 
secution and unwillingness .to become the "person on trial". 

The recommendations for overcoming victim reluctance to cooperate 
are inter-related, and thus should be taken together. However, they 
will be described individually so that all of the elements of the 
recommendations can be fully discussed. 

Recommendation lx That model procedures for the handling of rape 

be developed from the time of the initial report 
of the case through the courtroom trial. 

Model procedures are to be developed in such a way as to make the 
process as easy as possible for the victim, while still protecting the 
Constitutional rights of the defendant, and to increase the quality of 
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the evidence available to the police investigators and to the prose¬ 
cution. The procedures would be developed by identifying how rape 
cases are now handled at every stage of the process. Those procedures 
would be carefully examined to see whether changes could be made which 
would ease the strain for the victim, improve the evidence available 
for investigation and prosecution, and increase the number of success¬ 
ful investigations and successful prosecutions. Specialized consul¬ 
tant assistance would be sought for each stage of the proceedings to 
help identify alternative procedures which might better accomplish our 
objectives. The procedures would be reviewed by a task force repre¬ 
senting all the parts of the system, and those procedures effecting 
any single agency would-be referred to them for review and recommenda¬ 
tion. The final recommended model procedures would be in the form of 
recommendations to the appropriate legislative bodies and agencies. 

Recommendation 2 : That an expanded capability be developed at 
Harborview Medical Center for receiving, 
assisting and obtaining evidence from rape 
victims• 

Harborview would become identified as the principal place to go 
for assistance if you have been the victim of a rape. The service 
there would be developed to be especially sensitive to the emotional 
requirements of the victim and the legal requirements of the criminal 
justice process. The emergency room physicians would be trained in 
specific medical techniques for handling rape cases, and would be 
sensitized to the needs of the victim under conditions of emotional 
stress. There would also be social workers who are available to the 
emergency room to immediately relate to the rape victim and assist 
them through medical and follow-up services. The hospital would also

have a capability to provide counseling for individuals or for groups 
to assist them in dealing with the problems often created by rape 
incidents. Harborview would also work with other medical facilities 
to gain their cooperation in a common set of medical practices for 
rape cases. If accomplished, this should increase the general quality 
of the evidence collected from medical examinations in rape cases. We 
would also encourage those medical facilities to refer people to 
Harborview if they needed follow-up assistance. 

Recommendation 3 : The expansion of the Rape Relief advocacy 

service for rape victims. (University YWCA) 

Many women who are victims of rape need someone to help guide 
them in their decision about what course to take, and if they decide 
to report the crime and prosecute, someone to help them through the 
process. The advocacy service is intended to provide this kind of 
support for a victim of rape. The advocate would accompany the victim 
through every stage of the medical and criminal justice procedure to 
make it as easy as possible for the rape victim, and to assure that 
appropriate procedures are followed. It is hoped that this kind of 
assistance would encourage more women to be willing to report the 
crime and to prosecute the offender. The advocates, who are know¬ 
ledgeable of the process, could also give assistance to the agency 
personnel as they try to deal with the rape case. 

Recommendation 4 : That there be established a third party re¬ 
porting service. 

Some women who have been raped are willing to report the offense, 
but are not willing to prosecute for any one of several reasons. How¬ 
ever, the information which they have about the assailant may be of 
assistance if that assailant has committed other rapes. If there is 
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a rape victim who is willing to prosecute, who apparently was raped by 
the same assailant, the additional information provided by the victim 
who is not willing to prosecute may be helpful in identifying the assail¬ 
ant and gathering evidence for prosecution. This would be a small 
effort designed to see how many women are in that position and hov? 
useful the kind of information that they would provide is in appre¬ 
hending offenders. 

Recommendation 5 : That there be undertaken an extensive education 
program to make known to victims of rape those 
services which have been described. 

In addition, this program would provide information to help pre¬ 
vent rapes, and to encourage women who have been raped to report the 
incident. An education program would have several purposes. First, 
it is important to convince the victims of rape that the reporting of 
the crime and the prosecution of the offender is very important for 
the safety of other persons. Second, to make known to victims of rape 
that there is a sensitive and helpful system to respond to their problem. 
Third, to communicate to women how to reduce the risk of rape and what 
to do if confronted with the possibility of such an assault. Fourth, 
to communicate to the general public the importance of increased in¬ 
tolerance for sexual assaults. There is a lack of public discussion 
about this issue and a lack of clarity about the kind of behavior that 
the society will and will not tolerate in these instances. This kind 
of educational campaign might discourage some potential offenders from 
committing assaults, and might increase the willingness of judges and 
jurors to take a more serious view of these types of cases.

I had just come 10-24 from Case 10180 when I was informed by Officer Hoffman 
that there had been a kidnapping, that victim wa.s presently in our office. 

I was given a description of the suspect vehicle by Officer Hoffman that the 
vehicle was last seen in the area of McMillan School which is 5900 South 300 
East. I then proceeded to this area and started checking the area. I asked 
dispatcher to have Officer Peterson who was in the office get a description c 
the suspect and vehicle and putit out to our officers and all other agencies 
as quickly as possible. Myself and.Officer Hoffman checked the area for a 
few minutes. I then came .into our office where I talked to the victim, Caro 
DaRonch. In talking to the victim she stated approx. 7:00 p On. this date sin 
went to Fashion Place Mall and parked her vehicle on the west side of Sears . 
walked into Sears. This being through southwest doors. She then proceeded 
into the mall through Sears, walked down towards Castletons and down towards 
Auerbachs. While in the mall she stopped and talked to some cousins for a 
few minutes. She then turned around and was proceeding back when she was 
approached by suspect near Wallen's book store. At thistime she had been in 
the mall approx. 10 to 15 minutes. Suspect approached victim and asked her 
she had a car in the parking lot on the west side of Sears. She told him ye 
Hethen asked her for her license number. At this time she told him. He the 
told her that he was a police officer and a suspect had been caught breakin} 
into her car with a pry wire and that he wanted her to accompany him back t( 
her vehicle to see if anything was missing, also to see if she could identi
